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Foreword 

To  the  Numismatist  of  today  or  yesterday  the  mention  of  an  1804  Silver  Dollar  brings 
to  mind  the  many,  many  tales  of  this  rarity.  There  may  he  rarer  coins,  but  no  other 
coin  can  give  vent  to  the  stories  that  befall  the  KING  OF  AMERICAN  SILVER  COINS 
— to  read  back  in  history  as  to  what  became  of  the  19,570  reportedly  minted  in  1804  in 
itself  brings  about  comments.  To  us  all,  young  and  old  collectors,  and  to  the  General 
Public  as  well,  this  rarity  stands  out  as  the  most  sought  after  coin  today. 

Since  Mr.  M.  A.  Stickney,  one  of  our  earliest  collectors,  first  procured  his  1804  Silver 
Dollar  from  the  mint  in  1843,  an  almost  over-night  interest  in  this  rarity  was  discovered. 
Such  great  collectors  as  Mr.  J.  J.  Mickley  (1867),  Air.  L.  G.  Parmelee  (1874),  Air.  AI.  J. 
Cohen  (1875),  Mr.  R.  C.  Davis  (18771,  and  Air.  J.  V.  Dexter  (1885),  bought  their  1804 
Silver  Dollar  through  Auctions  and  although  these  dollars  exchanged  hands  many  times, 
such  great  collectors  of  the  past  and  present  as  Alessers.  W.  S.  Appleton,  E.  H.  Sanford, 
W.  C.  Atwater,  Col.  J.  W.  IGlsworth,  W.  B.  Wetmore,  Byron  Reed,  William  Dunham, 
Lamont  duPont,  L.  Eliasberg,  II.  Bareford  and  Henry  P.  Graves,  have  prided  themselves 
in  owning  the  dollars  which  hear  the  original  collector-owners  name.  Today,  of 
this  original  group,  only  the  Stickney,  Dexter,  Davis,  Idler  and  duPont  Dollars  are  in 
collectors  cabinets,  the  others  are  in  museums. 


The  research  of  this  rarity  was  ol  such  interest,  tlial  one  ol  tlie  highlights 
was  reading  of  an  aged  lady  who  got  her  1804  (L.  (i.  Parmelee)  Silver  Dollar  from  the 
mint  supposedly  for  $1.00.

The  History  and  Pedigree  of  this  Rarity 

On  the  23r(l  of  October  in  1877  Mr.  R.  Coulton  Davis  purchased  from  jolin  W.  Hasel- 
tine  the  above  1804  SILVER  DOLL.AR  for  $5()().()()  ami  the  hill  of  sale  guaranteed  its 
Authenticity.  (See  plate  “A”). 

.Mr.  Davis  asked  .Mr.  Mbit.  !■'.  DuHois  who  was  assayer  and  in  charge  of  the  mint 
cabinet  to  examine  his  dollar.  'I'liis  was  done  and  a letter  in  Air.  DuBois’  hand,  dated 
September  17th,  1878  (the  earliest  known  document),  confirmed  its  authenticity,  (See 
plate  “B")  as  one  of  the  original  issue  and  not  a restrike. 

NOTE:  W'm.  E.  DuBois  held  resi)onsible  positions  in  the  U.  S.  mint  from  1833  to  1881. 
Included  as  his  duties  were  the  posts  of  Assistant  Assayer,  Curator  of  the  Mint  collection, 
etc.  W'm.  E.  DuBois  was  responsible  for  the  forming  of  the  U.  S.  .Mint  Cabinet  of  Coins  in 
1838  and  was  Curator  until  his  death  in  1881.  Among  his  writings  arc  “.A  Alanual  of  Gold 
aiifl  Silver  Coins  of  all  Nations”  (1842),  the  sui)plement,  “Coins  and  Bullion,”  describing 
the  gold  coins  of  California  and  Utah  (184d),  and  numerous  others. 

.Mr.  Davis  sold  this  dollar  back  to  .Mr.  llaseltine  in  1883  for  $1().S().()(),  who  then  sold  it 
to  Mr.  (ieorge  M.  Klein  of  Vicksburg  for  $12()().()()  in  1883.  Air.  Klein’s  s|)ecimen  was  next 
offered  at  the  95th  Woodward  Sale  (See  plate  “C”’)  where  Air.  J.  Calvin  Randall  bought 
it  back  for  .Mr.  Davis  for  $660.00.  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Davis’  death,  it  was  bought  by  John 
.\'.  Dale  of  Fillipsburg,  Pa.  for  $850. 00,  who  kept  it  until  his  death  and  be(|ueathed  it  to 
R.  II.  Dull,  and  on  .May  12,  1950  the  Estate  of  R.  II.  Dull,  through  Park-Bernet  Galleries, 
sold  this  specimen  for  $3400.00  to  Airs.  Fullerton,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  (Jraves.  It  was  then 
offered  by  us  as  Lot  1333  in  the  Davi.s-Graves  Sale  in  .Ai)ril  1054  and  realized  $8000.00.

The  “available”  1804  Silver  Dollars  that  are  now  in  numismatic  circidation-i.  e.,  in  the 
hands  of  collectors  and  not  the  property  of  museums,  institutions,  etc.,  are  valued  so 
highly  by  their  owners  that  we  feel  reasonably  sure  they  may  not  be  inclined  to  see  them 
resold  during  their  lifetimes.  This  piece,  therefore,  is  the  only  e,\anii)le  to  have  been 
offered  twice  in  recent  years-making  it  "collectable”,  and  if  its  new  owner  is  fully  cogni- 
zant of  its  value  and  rarity-as,  of  course,  lie  is  almost  certain  to  be-it  could  be  conceivably 
a long  time  before  another  1804  Dollar  again  becomes  availalde  to  the  collecting  fraternity.

Silver  Dollar.  Although  reference  books  indicate  “two  known”,  we 
absolutely  cannot  find  a record  of  a second  coin.  We  have  searched  every 
major  sales  catalog  appearing  in  the  past  50  years  and  the  only  time  this 
coin  has  ever  been  offered  in  a Public  Auction  was  in  Cairo,  Egypt 
when  King  Farouk's  ctillection  was  sold.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge, 
this  coin,  the  Farouk  specimen,  has  never  been  auctioned  in  the 
United  States. 

This  is  the  first  time  we  have  handled  this  rarity  and  in  recon- 
structing its  pedigree,  we  have  unearthed  the  following  information. 
Initially  traced  to  the  Woodin  Collection,  the  piece  was  sold  to  F.  C.  C. 
Boyd  who  relinquished  it  to  Wayte  Raymond.  It  passed  next  to  Col. 
E.  H.  R.  Green  and  then  back  to  F.  C.  C.  Boyd.  King  Farouk  (via  an 
American  agent)  was  the  subsequent  owner  and  finally  it  passed  to 
the  Fairbanks  collection. 

The  coin  is  perhaps  the  rarest  U.  S.  Silver  coin.  The  only  coin  on 
par  with  it  is  the  1873  ‘CC’  No  Arrows  Dime.  It  is  extremely  difficult 
to  place  a value  on  this  coin  but  it  certainly  compares  favorably  with 
the  1804  Dollar,  also  in  this  sale.  Certainly,  this  is  a “once  in  a lifetime" 
opportunity  to  obtain  a coin  of  this  calibre. 

It  is  with  understandable  pride  and  pleasure  that  we  offer  this  coin 
at  Public  Auction  to  the  entire  collecting  fraternity.
